tion will be a bivalent vaccine, 
which protects against both 
Type A New Jersey flu. com- 
monly known as swine flu, and 
•type A Victoria flu. He added 
there will be no charge for the 
innoculation if i( is received 
from one of the county health 
department's clinics. 


He noted private physicians 


will also be given the vaccine to 
administer 
to 
patients. 


Physicians who do not charge 
patients for the innoculation or 
administration cannot be sued 
under a federal act unless there 
is gross negligence, according 
to Wood. If a doctor charges for 
toe ionoculation he can be liable 
for malpractice charges if some 
type of complications arise. 


Wood added. 


The vaccine will not be ad- 


ministered to anyone 17 or 
younger because it is not effec- 
tive on that age group, Wood 
stated, lie said the initial goal of 
the innoculation program will 
be to administer the vaccine to 
people over 65 and those 
between 18 and 65 wbo arc clas- 
sified as medically "high risk", 
such as people with lung, heart, 
and kidney ailments and diabe- 
tics. 


Wrod said it is hoped the 


general public will receive the 
innoculations at about the same 
time or immediately after. 


It has not yet been determined 


how many mass clinics there 
will be in Berrien, Wood added, 
but said health officials an- 
ticipate having a few central 
clinics to serve tlie various parts 
of the county. 


He also noted the vaccine 


cannot be taken orally and must 
be injected with the ordinary 
needle-and-syringe method or 
with new injector guns, which 
he hopes the county health 
department can get from the 
state health department.

could reach the same epidemic 
proportions it did when the 
influenza strain caused the 
death of thousands shortly after 
World War I.

The Nixon Pardon"" 
Hard Issue To Figure 


It happened two years ago, but 


somehow it seems an event both more 
immediate and more distant than that. 
On Sept. 8, 1974, President Ford an- 
nounced that he had granted former 
President Nixon a full pardon for all 
federal crimes he "committed or may 
have committed or taken part in" 
during his term of office. Nixon, who 
had resigned before impeachment 
proceedings against him could begin 
in the House, was now free of the fear 
of possible criminal charges then be- 
ing weighed by the Watergate Special 
Prosecutor's office. 


• The Nixon pardon brought Ford's 
month-long honeymoon with the public 
and the news media to an abrupt halt. 
His press secretary, J. F. terHorst, 
resigned in protest. Critics charged 
that the pardon should never have 
been granted or should have been 
granted only after Nixon's crimes, if 
any, had been established through due 
process of law. Ford's standing in the 
public opinion polls fell sharply and 
has never since returned to its original 
high level. 
. The President, nonetheless, has 
continued to insist that he did the right 
thing and for the right reason. In 
granting the pardon, he asserted that 
the Nixon family's ordeal was an 
"American tragedy" that "can go on 
Tand on, or someone must write 'The" 
.End' to it. I have concluded that only I 
can do that. And if I can, I must." 
-. -Although the initial furor died down, 
the pardon has continued to haunt 
Ford. It promises to figure, at the very 
least, as a subliminal issue in the 
presidential 
election 
campaign. 


Democratic nominee Jimmy Carter 
appeared to make a veiled reference to 
the pardon when he said, in his ac- 
ceptance speech, that he saw "no 
reason why the big-shot crooks should 


go free while the poor ones go to jail." 


Carter's running-mate. Sen. Walter 


F. Mondale, was more specific. 
"Roosevelt

the 


presidency is pre-eminently a place of 
moral leadership," he told the con- 
vention, "but we have just lived 
through the worst political scandal in 
American history and arc now led by a 
President who pardoned the person 
who did it." 


TerHorsl, now a syndicated news- 


paper columnist, recently offered his 
explanation of why the pardon remains 
a live issue. "What makes the pardon 
and the suspicion of a Nixon-Ford deal 
so volatile for Ford, ripe for exploita- 
tion by his enemies, is that the matter 
constitutes the single most perplexing 
blot on his personal conduct as 
President," he wrote. "Only he and 
Nixon know what, if anything, trans- 
pired between them." 


And yet the Nixon pardon is the kind 


of issue that could blow up in Carter's 
face should he try to exploit it, even 
indirectly. He might well find it dif- 
ficult to square his opposition to a 
pardon for Nixon with his advocacy of 
a blanket pardon for Vietnam draft 
evaders. Moreover, many of the voters 
who elected Nixon in 1972 probably 
agree with Sen. Hugh Scott (R Pa.) 
that the former President had paid a 
"substantial price" by resigning and 
"anything further would be more 
overkill than justice." 


No one knows what would have hap- 


pened if Nixon had not been pardoned 
— whether, for example, his health 
would have broken under the strain. In 
that event, Ford might have faced 
even harsher criticism than he now 
faces. It is now up to the voters to 
decide whether Ford acted wisely or 
foolishly and, perhaps, cast their 
ballots accordingly. 


May Be Record Year 
For Quake Fatalities 


Since world records are only as good 


as the nations which produce them, 
history may not be able to record ac- 
curately whether 1978 already has 
become the worst year for earthquakes 
in modern times. In terms of damage 
and loss of life, it certainly is one of the 
worst. 


From what is known, more than 


• 23,000 died in February in Guatemala, 
900 in Italy in May, 600 in Bali in July 
and — with the toll still rising — well 
over 3,000 in the Philippines in August. 
An estimated 9,000 more died in New 
Guinea in June. 


The unknown are the tolls in lives 


taken in major earthquakes in Russia 


in April and May and in China in July. 
Both countries have been close- 
mouthed about the extent of damage 
suffered, but the epicenter of the 
Chinese quake in a heavily populated 
region and other factors have led to 
guesses of casualties well into the 
: hundreds of thousands. 


Earthquakes are a common oc- 


currence even in a "normal" year, 
with as many as a half million of suf- 
ficient intensity to be recorded on 
seismographs. Fortunately, it is an 
extremely rare year which records as 
many major earthquakes doing as 
much damage as those which have 
struck in 1976.

- The res­ 
ponse to the North Korean 
murders of two GIs in Pan- 
nunjom has been to return fire 
with 
rhetoric. 
We 
are 
“shocked.’’ 
We 
demand 
“reparations.” And we back 
this up with a costly show of 
force in the form of gunboats, 
fighter planes and fist-banging. 
Whom are we fooling? Not the 
North Koreans. They remember 
the Pueblo, even if we do not. 
Hie distasteful fact, as Secre­ 
tary of State Kissinger forever 
reminds, is that “ the rela­ 
tionship 
between 
military 
strength and politically unusa­ 
ble power is the most complex 
in history” — which means we 
can bark but seldom bite. 
The ships we have sent to 
frighten Pyongyang will not 
land troops. The planes will not 
drop bombs. Not for two dead 
Gi’s, not for the 83 men of the 
Pueblo, 
not 
possibly 
for 
anything short of an attack on 
American 
shores. 
If 
the 
President did give the order to 
draw blood in revenge, much of 
the 
post-Vietnam 
American 
public would rebel, and under 
the new laws of Congress the 
legislature would no doubt stop 
the retaliation after a con­ 
sideration period of 30 days. 
Then too, perhaps the com­ 
mitted troops themselves would 
liar an aggressive response. 
They also are post-Vietnam 
people, and one supposes they 
would think twice before risking 
their lives in a conflict short of 
national defense. Actually, even 
the willingness of the soldiers to 
defend the nation is in doubt. A 
recent survey of 1,000 Air Force 
recruits in Texas revealed that 
23 per cent would not fight if 
their base were under attack, 
;ind another 28 per cent said 
they were not sure what they 
would do. Sleep well tonight, 
America. 
'Hie Air Force survey should 


not be all that surprising. 
Espnt de corps and chauvinism 
have gone the way of brown 
shoes in the military. In recent 
years the basic pay for recruits 
has quadrupled, the work day 
has been cut. and living condi­ 
tions have undergone rem arka­ 
ble reforms — yet morale is not 
high. 
The desertion rate per capita 
is now as bad as it was during 
the peak war years of Vietnam 
(some 150 soldiers run away 
from service every day). And 
candid officers say American 
troop discipline can no longer be 
assumed from day to day. 
And so this is the platform to 
wtiich our show of force in 
Korea is anchored. And the 
Communists with their axes 
know that our social and poli­ 
tical ability to do what we say 
we can do is secured with a 
gossamer chain. If they hacked 
10 troopers to death, or 100. we 
probably are not as a society 
prepart'd to retaliate even if 
justified. 
Nor could we risk the wrath of 
IVongyang’s allies, notably the 
Soviets, who art* all eight feet 
tall. This is not the 1950s and the 
Russians are no longer second 
best. That nation has twice the 
active 
fighting 
force 
as 
America, perhaps 25 times the 
number of reserve troops, and 
one suspects that in a showdown 
its warriors would not be asked 
by the pollsters about their 
«notional attitudes. 
That showdown increasingly 
worries America. Jerry Ford 
assures voters the United States 
tan take care of itself, but the 
facts suggest something else. 
RJ. Rummel. a University of 
Ikiwaii political scientist, has 
recently used a computer to de­ 
termine 
America’s 
relative 
strength, and finds it wanting. 
Hummel says that of 49 indica­ 
tors of the U.S.-U.S.S R balance 
of power, the latter nation leads

WASHINGTON — There is no 
wav a legal education can equip 
judges to handle the major 
social 
questions 
they 
are 
increasingly asked to face such 
as the right to an abortion and 
the definition of death. 
Modern science has outs­ 
tripped jurisprudence, rapidly 
changing not only what is pos­ 
sible but what is acceptable. 
And 
the 
latest 
pending 
challenge to the courts involves 
one of the most sensitive and 
misunderstood areas of all — 
that of sex. 
Dr. Renee Richards, who had 
a legal operation last November 
that changed her surgically 
from a man to a woman, has 
threatened to file suit to be 
allowed to compete in women’s 
tennis tournaments. After it 
discovered her existence, the 
U.S. Tennis Association insti­ 
tuted a chromosome test as a 
¡«•requisite for women entrants 
in order to block her participa­ 
tion in the U.S. Open. Dr. 
Richards refused to take the 
test, in which a male in most 
cases will show a different pat- 
U*m. 
This is not just a freakish si­ 
tuation. Basic human v alues are 
at stake here. 
It is terribly difficult to view 
the legal issues with clarity and 
detachment, because most of us 
are encumbered by ignorance of 
just what happens to a person 
who crosses the sex line and by 
an instinctive emotional rejec­ 
tion of what we see as unna­ 
tural. It is more satisfying to 
dismiss Dr. Richards as weird 
and forget it than to grapple 
wtth the profound questions 
raised by her situation. 
Dr. Richards has been ac- 
cepted by government agencies 
as a woman, with all the formal 
credentials, such as a Social 
Security card in her new name, 
which testify to a legal existence 
in modern society. She claims 
that as a result of her sex 
change operation 
her 
body 
characteristics are those of a 
female and she has a female 
blood hormone level. 
An acquaintance who has 
played tennis with Dr. Richards 
both as a male and a female in­ 


sists that she is indeed a 
different person than before the 
operation He claims that her 
tennis game has drastically 
changed, and is not as strong as 
hefore. 
Is she, then, legally a woman? 
If so, she has a constitutional 
right to lie treated as other 
memliers of her sex are treated 
— in this case, allowed to enter 
female sports competition. A 
court which ruled otherwise 
would be in the position of 
creating a new third class of 
sex, a sort of neuter, for she is 
obviously no longer a man. 
And any court which upheld 
the chromosome test as the sole 
determinant of a person’s sex 
would 
create 
all 
sorts 
of 
mischief, not to say chaos. In 
the first place, it is probably an 
unconstitutional denial of equal 
protection as applied, since 
women must submit to this in­ 
vasion of privacy in order to be 
eligible to compete but men are 
not required to do so. And its 
usefulness is still controversial 
in the medical profession, since 
many people of both sexes have 
abnormal chromosomes and not 
enough is known scientifically 
about 
the 
relevance 
of 
chromosome makeup to sexual 
identity. 
Furtherm ore, 
it 
seems 
outlandish for a sports or­ 
ganization to have the authority 
to decide which person is a man 
and which a woman contrary to 
obvious genetic evidence.

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Michigan Milk Prices 
Going Up 6-10 Cents 


DETROIT (AP) - Michigan housewives will be paying six to 10 


cents more per gallon for milk starting Monday. The 6,000- 
niember Michigan Milk Producers Association said about 5.2 
cents of the increase result from a boost in bulk milk prices. The 
remainder represents what aere described as efforts by dairies 
and wholesalers to recover part of higher distribution and 
packaging costs. An MPPA spokesman said the farmers' price 
boost "reflects a seasonal increase that happens this time every 


year." Fred Abraham, sales manager for Melody Farm Dairies in 
Detroit, said his firm "was raising the MPPA raise because the 
dairy industry is very depressed in the Detroit area...very 
competitive with small profit." Retail milk prices in Detroit 
averaged about $1.32 a gallon in advance of next week's 
increase. Supermarket officials were still conferring Thursday on 
what the final retail price was likely to be. Milk prices rose four 
times' in 1973, the last one being a five-cent boost Nov. 5.

DFTROIT (AP) — Michigan housewives will be paying six to 10 
ernls more pcT gallon for milk starting Monday. The fi.OiK)- 
niomber Michigan Milk Producers Association said about 5.2 
ci*nts of the increase result from a boost in bulk milk prices. The 
remainder represents what aere described as efforts by dairies 
and wholesalers to recover part of higher distribution and 
packaging costs. An MPPA spokesman said the farmers’ price 
boost “reflects a seasonal increase that happens this time every 


year.” Fred Abraham, sales manager for Melody Farm Dairies in 
Detroit, said his firm “was raising the MPPA raise because the 
dairy industry is very depressed in the Detroit area...very 
competitive with small profit.” Retail milk prit-es in Detroit 
averaged about $1.32 a gallon in advance of next week’s 
increase. Supermarket officials were still conferring Thursday on 
what the final retail price was likely to be. Milk prices rose four 
times in 1975, the last one being a five-cent biM)st Nov. 5.

Chance 
Saves

WASHINGTON (AP) — John 


J. Sirica, toe Watergate judge, 
remembers that it was only 
through a chance, last-rninute 
imitation that a deputy U.S. 
marshal was on hand to save 
his life when Sirica was struck 
by a heart attack last Feb. 5. 


There is little else that Sirica 


recalls about that day seven 
months ago when he dropped to 
the Floor while giving a speech 
to a law school alumni group. 


"That's a complete blank in 


my mind, even now," Sirica 
said of the hour leading up to 
the heart attack and the 
desperate, successful efforts to 
save his life. 


Sirica, 72, returned to work at 


the federal court house last 
week 
after 
an 
extended 


recovery at home. He is thinner 
now, his face almost gaunt, but 
his doctors applaud the weight 
drop from 170 to 150 pounds. 


In the months after the at- 


tack, 
Sirica 
found 
it 
an 


exhausting task to walk from 
one room to another. Now, 
however, he has resumed a 
decades-old regimen of walking 
three to five miles daily. 


For a long time after the at- 


tack, Sirica was unable to talk 
of it without choking up. "I 
would really become emo- 
tionally upset," Sirica said 
during a rambling interview in 
his office Thursday. 


But Sirica, an .enthusiatic 


story-teller, now recalls without 
hesitation the day he nearly lost 
his life. 


"I was feeling well," he said. 


"I had no sign of any pain and I 
was in good spirits and ready

When the two factions failed to reach an agreement Tuesday, the 
party found itself with no candidates for president, vice president, 
U.S. Senate, the state board of education and the Michigan State 
university board of trustees.

A Berrien Circuit court jury 
Thursday convicted a Benton 
township woman of carrying a 
concealed weapon - and then 
recommended that the judge be 
lenient in sentencing. 
Judge William S. White said 
the jury recommendation was a 
rarity but that he would take it 
into consideration before im ­ 
posing sentenc*e. 


The jury deliberated about 
one hour before returning the 
guilty verdict against Joann 
Reese, 21, of 1759 Crystal court. 
She was continued free on $5,0(H1 
bond to await a sentence which 
could be up to five years in 
prison. 
She was charged with carry­ 
ing a .32-caliber revolver March 
18 in Benton township. 
Miss Reese admitted having 


the gun, but said she always 
kept it in her home. She tes­ 
tified that her sister took the 
gun from her home and that she 
met her sister at a Benton 
township tavern. An altercation 
ensued between the sister and 
the sister’s boyfriend, accord­ 
ing to Miss Reese, and her 
boyfriend wrestled the gun 
awa.v from her sister. 


She testified the gun fell to the 
pavement and she picked it up 
and put it in her purse just 
bt*fore police arrived.

A spokesman for Milliken 


said Thursday the governor has 
not yet taken a position on the 
proposal, submitted by an ad- 
visory commission he set up to 
figure out how to guarantee 
adequate electric energy at 
reasonable prices for the future. 


The State Power Authority 


recommended by the commiS' 
.sion would bid against private 
utilities to build new electric 
generating plants. 


Energy the proposed state 


agency could sell to private 
utilities would be cheaper than 
power purchased elsewhere in 
the private sector, supporters 
say, 
because construction of 


generating plants would be 
funded through state-backed 
bond sates. 


Under the proposed plan, 


utlities would not be allowed to 
earn any profit on energy 
purchased 
from 
the state 


authority. Supporters say that 
would help hold down con- 
sumers' prices. 


The 13-member commission, 


headed by former Lt. Gov. 
James Brickley, endorsed the 
proposal earlier this year on an 
M vote. 


Also included in the final 


report Thursday to Milliken 
were recommendations to: 


—End so-called'"regulatory

Commission, which in the past 
has taken as long as a year to 
decide how much of a rate 
increase to let utilities charge 
customers.

Lawyers Endorse Kavanagh 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - The executive board of the Michigan 


Trial Lawyers Association has unanimously endorsed Chief Jus- 
tice Thomas G. Kavanagh for re-election to the Michigan Supreme 
Court. The 48-member board also strongly criticized the 
Democratic Party for failing to nominate Kavanagh at its state 
comvntion last month. "In our considered judgment there is no 
question but that Chief Justice Kavanagh merits the support and 
votes of all citizens of all political parties and all walks of life," 
said MTLA President James Logan. "We are confident they will 
reject this attempted political assassination of a good judge by the 
labor bosses and professional politicians because he is strong 
enough to withstand their self-serving political and opportunistic 
demands," he said. Kavanagh, a life-long Democrat, lost the 
nomination to Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Roman S. 
Gribbs. 
Can Take Maiden Name 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - The Michigan Court of Appeals has 


overturned a judge's refusal to let a divorced woman use her 
maiden name. The court said the judge's speculation about pos- 
sible embarrassment to the child of the woman, or confusion of the 
child, was not a good enough reason to deny the woman her 
maiden name. Michigan law allows judges to prevent only those 
name changes made with evil or fraudulent intents, the court said. 
It added common law allows people to adopt any name they wish 
as long as they do not have fraudulent motives. Reversed was a 
ruling by Oakland County Circuit Court Judge Arthur E. Moore in 
a divorce preceding by Jeanctte Piotrowski, who asked that her 
maiden name be restored. 


Arrest Deal Ruled Invalid 


LANSING, Mich. (A) - An agreement that let a man charged 


with disorderly conduct off the hook in exchange for his promise 
not to sue police who arrested him is invalid, the Michigan Court 
of Appeals said Thursday. The court said the agreement between 
Green Perry Gray and the city attorney of Gatesburg was void 
because "it represents a bargain in which the public interest, the 
right to prosecute a criminal defendant, are exchanged for private 
interest, immunity from civil liability for the police officers." 
Charges against Gray were dropped before his trial when he 
signed a document releasing the southwestern Michigan city and 
the arresting policeman from liability in a civil suit. He later 
changed Ms mind and asked that the document he signed be found 
invalid. 
Defense Witness Ruling 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Defendants in criminal trials have the 


right to ask that police informants be brought in as defense wit- 
nesses, the Michigan Court of Appeals has ruled. The court or- 
dered Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Thomas Foley to hold a 
private hearing with the attorney for Charles J. Slander, convicted 
of car theft, and the police informant who tipped police off to the 
theft. If the judge finds the informant has testimony favorable to 
Slander's claim of innocence, the conviction should be reversed, 
the appeals court said. Slander maintained that although he 
helped two friends remove a Camaro from a driveway in Uvonia, 
he thought they were involved in a legal repossession of the car. 
His claim was bolstered by testimony from his accomplices, the 
court said. In cross-examination at Slander's trial, police refused 
to name the informant who alerted them to the planned theft. 


CM Workers Willing To Strike 


DETROIT (AP) — Workers at General Motors Corporation 


plants across the U.S. have voted overwhelmingly to strike, if 
necessary, to achieve a new national contract. United Auto 
Workers Vice President Irving Bluestone said results of a strike 
vote completed this week showed 89 per cent of the nearly 390,000 
workers in 143 UAW CM locals favor a strike. The union and 
company announced Wednesday they had agreed to extend the 
current contract agreement beyond its expiration date of midnight 
Sept. 14, The agreement is subject to cancellation on three days' 
notice.

LAPSED POLICY OR LAPSED MEMORY? 
In 1975 alone, a whopping 18 million of you bought 
life insurance policies for which you paid roughly $4 
billion in premiums. 
Among your reasons: As a 
man, because you wanted your 
home to be free and clear; or to 
be sure of ample funds for your 
children’s education; or to ena­ 
ble your wife to stay home with 
the children; or to be comforta­ 
ble in later years. As a woman, 
to replace your value as a 
homemaker; or to replace the 
dollars you contribute to your 
home as a working wife; or if 
widowed or a separated head of 
household, to replace income 
vital to your children. 


Yet, unless you act now — and 
that means today — many of 
those sound intentions may 
never be* fulfilled. Why not? 
The shocking answer is that 
an astounding number of you 
never make certain that the 
people for whom you are putting 
aside that money today will 
know about it in that distant 
tomorrow when you are not 
there to tell them. 
Last year alone, according to 
a survey conducted for this 
column by the American Coun­ 
cil of Life Insurance, an es­ 
timated $6 million 111 life in­ 
surance benefits that were 
meant for you went instead to 
the states as unclaimed per­ 
sonal property. 
For thousands of you, that 
was money which could have 
been yours (although the total 
represents a mere one-tenth of 
one per cent of the $9.2 billion 
that life insurers paid out in 
‘75). 
‘•Life insurance companies,” 
explains a spokesman for the 
ACL1, “ are obligated to turn 
this money over to the states, 
but only after they have lost all 
hope of finding the rightful 
owners.” 
Before they do turn it over, 
the 
companies 
undertake 
exhaustive searches. One New 
York company, for example, 
has a 10-page itemized list of 
procedures for claims men to 
follow in tracking down the 
missing owners of "orphaned” 
funds. And life insurance files 
are loaded with successful 
searches. 
But there also are those 
millions of dollars of failures 
they must ship each year to 
state treasuries — millions of 
dollars of promises unkept 
because you forgot to keep 
records. 
Here’s a sampling of letters 
received by Richard A. Driscoll, 
director of information services 
at the Council, from individuals 
who believe they might be lost 


beneficiaries. The stories these 
letters tell could become the 
stories of your beneficiaries. 
“ My father was known to have 
carried a policy to protect my 
mother. She preceded my father 
in death and he had said only 
weeks before his own death that 
he was thinking of dropping this 
insurance. His effects were 
somewhat scattered and 1 was 
never able to determine what 
action was taken on this.” A 
Kansas woman. 
“ When my husband died, I 
thought 
his 
insurance 
was 
$11.000 ($10,000 in my name and 
$1,000 in my son’s). There were 
two policies missing, $2,000 
each. 1 located the one which he 
hud cashed, but cannot locate 
one for $2,000.” A Pennsylvania 
widow. 
“ I’m writing in desperation. 
My husband always said I was 
protected, but would not disc uss 
it.” A Kentucky widow. 
“ In many of these cases, there 
never was a policy, or it lapsed, 
or was surrendered for cash. 
But not to know must be 
agonizing,” says Driscoll. “ And 
it’s all so avoidable.” His 
guides: 
— Store your life insurance 
policies — including group in­ 
surance certificates — at home, 
preferably in a fireproof lock 
box along with 
other 
key 
records (your will, instructions 
for heirs). 
In a separate letter, list the 
names of the companies with 
whom you are insured, the 
policy 
numbers 
and 
the 
amounts. Leave this letter with 
your lawyer, store copies in 
your safe de|>osit box and with a 
trusted relative. 
— Inform your beneficiaries. 
Insist on this. 
— Keep your records up to 
date. Note if you surrender a 
policy or let one* lapse. 
— Periodically reexamine 
your policies: your application, 
names 
of 
beneficiaries, 
settlement option, your action 
on dividends. If appropriate, 
make a change immediately 
and record it. 
— Check out any policy you 
have dropi>ed to Ik* sure it has 


110 value. Do not throw any away 
until you have checked the in­ 
surer.

State 
Power 
Agency? 


LANSING, Mich. 4AP) - A 
report delivered to Gov. William 
Milliken recommends that the 
state set up a State Power 
Authority j nd get into the 
busihess of generating electric 
power. 
A spokesman for Milliken 
said Thursday the governor has 
not yet taken a position on the 
proposal, submitted by an ad­ 
visory commission he set up to 
figure out how to guarantee 
adequate electric energy at 
reasonable prices for the future. 
The State Power Authority 
recommended by the commis­ 
sion would bid against private 
utilities to build new electric 
generating plants. 
Energy the proposed state 
agency could sell to private 
utilities would be cheaper than 
power purchased elsewhere in 
the private sector, supporters 
say, because construction of 
generating plants would be 
funded through state-backed 
bond sales. 
Under the proposed plan, 
utlities would not be allowed to 
earn any profit on energy 
purchased 
from 
the 
state 
authority. Supporters say that 
would help hold down con­ 
sumers’ prices. 
The 13-member commission, 
headed by former Lt. Gov. 
James Brickley, endorsed the 
proposal earlier this year on an 
8-5 vote. 
Also included in the final 
report Thursday to Milliken 
were recommendations to: 
—End so-called “ regulatory 
lag’’ by the state Public Service 
Commission, which in the past 
has taken as long as a year to 
decide how much of a rate 
increase to let utilities charge 
customers. 
—Approve legislation to let 
city utilities form agencies to 
jointly 
finance 
and 
build 
generating plants, and to let 
them join with private utilities 
to finance new construction. 
Such a bill already has been in­ 
troduced in the legislature. 
—Require the state Public 
Service 
Commission, 
which 
regulates utilites, to decide how 
much 
generating 
capacity 
should be built by utilities.

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Lawyers Endorse Kavanagh 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The executive board of the Michigan 
Trial Lawyers Association has unanimously endorsed Chief Jus­ 
tice* Thomas G. Kavanagh for re-election to the Michigan Supreme* 
Court. The 48-member board also strongly criticized the 
Democratic Party for failing to nominate Kavanagh at its state 
convention last month “ In our considered judgment there is no 
question but that Chief Justice Kavanagh merits the support and 
votes of all citizens of all political parties and all walks of life,” 
said MTLA President James Logan. “We are confident they will 
reject this attempted political assassination of a good judge by the 
labor bosses and professional politicians because he is strong 
enough to withstand their self-serving political and opportunistic 
demands,” he said. Kavanagh, a life-long Democrat, lost the 
nomination to Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Roman S. 
Gribbs. 
Can Take Maiden Name 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The Michigan Court of Appeals has 
overturned a judge's refusal to let a divorced woman use her 
maiden name. The court said the judge's speculation about pos­ 
sible embarrassment to the child of the woman, or confusion of the 
child, was not a good enough reason to deny the woman her 
maiden name. Michigan law allows judges to prevent only those 
name changes made with evil or fraudulent intents, the court said. 
It added common law allows people to adopt any name they wish 
as long as they do not have fraudulent motives. Reversed was a 
ruling by Oakland County Circuit Court Judge Arthur E. Moore in 
a divorce proceding by Jeanette Piotrowski, who asked that her 
maiden name be restored. 


Arrest Deal Ruled Invalid 


LANSING, Mich. (A) — An agreement that let a man charged 
with disorderly conduct off the hook in exchange for his promise 
not to sue police who arrested him is invalid, the Michigan Court 
of Appeals said Thursday. The court said the agreement between 
Green Perry Gray and the city attorney of Galesburg was void 
because “ it represents a bargain in which the public interest, the 
right to prosecute a criminal defendant, are exchanged for private 
interest, immunity from civil liability for the police officers.” 
Charges against Gray were dropped before his trial when he 
signed a document releasing the southwestern Michigan city and 
the arresting policeman from liability in a civil suit. He later 
changed his mind and asked that the document he signed be found 
invalid.

As the newly apjminted Prin­ 
cipal of Ri*ed Middle School in 
Bridgman, 
1 would like to 
express my views to the citizens 
of Bridgman concerning the 
forthcoming bond issue. 


There are several areas of 
concern regarding the justifica­ 
tion for a new facility. Some of 
the key issues are: 


1. Curriculum 
2. Building management and 
control 
3. Financial 
4. Space projections 
5. Safety 
6. Environment 


I will concentrate on those is­ 
su«* most crucial to the delivery 
of 
a 
quality 
educational 
program for the students. 


The first and most important 
concern is the curriculum. The 
present building is inadequate 
to 
offer 
the 
flexibility 
in 
curriculum design needed by 
this age group. The middle 
school should offer as many 
exploratory experiences as pos­ 
sible. 


At present, the curriculum is 
limited in the areas of art. home 
economies, guidance, industrial 
arts and physical education. 
The home economics room is 
small and very poorly designed. 
The kitchen in the room is 
cramped and offers no oppor­ 
tunity for more than half the 
students in a class at any one 
time. This makes the task of 
providing constructive demons­ 
trations to the total group nearly 
impossible. The industrial arts 
laboratory has no available 
room for project storage. The 
room cannot be expanded to 
provide experience in drafting, 
foundry, electricity, plastics 
and graphic arts. Neither of 
these two programs serve all of 
our students. Boys have no ex- 
ix»sure to home economics and 
girls are not able to take indus­ 
trial arts. All of these problems 
can be eliminated with the 
building of the new middle 
school. 


The physical education facili­ 
ties must Ik* shared with the 
elementary (K 4 ) students. This 
limits the utilization of the 
gymnasium and the staff The 
art room is a converted shower 
room with no exterior lighting 
The student space ratio is 
appropriate for less than 18 
students per section The crea­ 
tion of additional space is vir­ 
tually impossible. 


The second issue is building 
management and control. The 
present 
facility 
has 
no 
lunchroom 
or 
band 
room. 
Students must leave the present 
building for lunch and band as 
well as

The third issue is space. The 
nuddle school enrollment is up
